Pleads for More Attendance a1 Football 
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BRAINERD’S WARRIORS LOSE TO 
UNDEFEATED AITKIN AGGREGATION 


HONOR ROLL 


I n a fine talk given by Coach W. II. “Bill” Pammann of the 
Brainerd high school at the Rotary club, he pleaded for larger at­ 
tendance at the football games to stimulate local players. Mr. 
Dammann was coach at Albert Lea before coming to Brainerd. 
Albert Lea is a town of 12,000 and has 850 scholars in the high 
school. Whereas Brainerd has some 200 persons at a football 
game, Albert Lea considered it a major sport and had attend­ 
ances of 3,000 to 4,000. The Armistice Day game with Austin 
usually had an attendance of 6,000. Football tradition of the years 
had built up a great rivalry between the two towns. 
Football should be given due consideration in Brainerd and 
every bit as good support as is accorded basketball, said the coach. 
“You men of Rotary can do much to encourage all branches of 
sports in Brainerd. Your attendance at the games will encourage 
the local team and make the boys play better,” he said. 
The coach explained the latitude of physical education at the1 
high school and the aim that there should be a game for every­ 
body, that every boy and girl should take part in some physical 
game and exercise. 
Athletic training teaches good citizenship and sportsman­ 
ship, how to act under pressure and fire. It reveals the slow and 
fast thinkers. 
Casualties in football are nominal, said the coach. Boys are 
trained gradually and taught to endure bumps. Families should 
be interested in the work of their children and should make it a 
point to attend the games scheduled. Better attendance and better 
spirit go hand in hand. 
In college play there is the contagion of the big crowd in the 
stadium. It stimulates spirit ami play. The job here in Brainerd 
is to build up more enthusiasm and interest in football.

Johns is one of the best known veteran pilots 
in the United States. He is the master of the Ford tri­ 
motor transport plane “Independence.” operated by 
Reid, Murdoch & Co., Chicago wholesale grocers. 
Johns, accompanied by "Cocoa," recently brought 
the "Independence” to Ford Airport, Dearborn, Mich., 
for its first major overhaul in nearly two years of 
operation, during which the plane set up what is prob­ 
ably a record. In this period. Johns visited 348 air­ 
ports In 40 states, covering some 75,000 to 80,000 
miles. Between 5,000,000 and 6,000,000 persons arf 
estim ated to have visited the plane at the various air­ 
ports at which it has landed.

FIND INSANITY IN 
FRANCE INCREASES 


Greater Need for Using Bull 
of Tried Ability. 


Selection of the dairy-herd sire Is 
perhaps the most Important factor to 
be considered in the development of 
a 
high-producing, 
economical 
dairy 
herd, 
soys U. 
A. 
Smith, 
extension 
dairym an 
at 
the Colorado 
Agricul­ 
tural college. 
Dow testing association records so 
far tabulated throughout the United 
States show, he says, that about one- 
third of the pure-bred sires are low­ 
ering the production of their daugh­ 
ters in comparison with the production 
of tile darns of those dau g h ters; about 
one-third are raising the production 
slightly; but the great increases are 
coming from only the remaining third 
of the sires in use. 
The higher the production of the 
herd, the more difficult it is to raise 
production through the sire, and the 
greater the need for using a bull of 
proved ability, it Is pointed out. 
“Economical production of milk Is 
an 
Important 
factor 
in 
profitable 
dairying,” Mr. Smith emphasizes, “and 
cow testing association records are 
showing the way to such economical 
production.

Cost to Feed Milk Cow 
on Dry Concentrates 
According to Brot. Henry Morrison 
of Die 
University of 
Wisconsin, It 
costs around 22 to 24 cents a day lo 
feed a milk cow on dry concentrates. 
Today's cost is higher. 
Let’s see what 
It costs to feed her on grass. 
Taking 
an average of $175 an acre for your 
grass land, $25 a year an acre would 
give good returns Including Die cost 
of proper fertilization. 
On the basis 
of 2<h> days or seven months’ grazing 
a year, and only one cow to the acre

Young Seals Must Be 
Taught to Swin, Claim j 
Seattle, 
Wash.— Young seals have 
to be taught to swim; they don’t take 
to the w ater like ducks or fish. 
Dr. George Haley, professor of bi­ 
ology 
at 
St. 
Ignatius college. 
San 
Francisco, brought 
that Information 
with him when he returned here aft­ 
er a 
tour of the Pribiloff islands, 
where a federal survey showed 900,- 
000 seals tliis summer. 
“A young seal thrown In the water 
will drown,” Doctor Haley said. “They 
must he taught to swim, taking it by 
degrees at their m others’ sides.” 
The seal population on the islands 
has been steadily Increasing since the 
United Stales, Canada, Great Britain 
and 
Japan 
reached 
an 
agreement 
toward the protection of seals forag­ 
ing off the islands, he reported. The 
rookeries will eventually reach their 
maximum population of 4,000,000, he 
believes. 
Doctor Haley returned here on the 
federal boat Penguin, which carried 
$1,900,000 worth of seal skins con­ 
signed to a St. Louis fur company. 
The United 
States receives a 
per­ 
centage of the profits and gives IO 
per cent to Great Britain and 5 per 
cent to Japan as part of the protective 
agreement. 
Since the three nations agreed to 
protect the seals against wanton hunt­ 
ers, the population of the Islands has 
increased at the rate of about 7 per 
cent annually. Doctor Haley reported. 
Seals spend their winters off the 
coast of Washington and Oregon, re­ 
turning to the Pribiloff islands during 
the summer.
